Lifelong Friends—Case of 
“Disorderly Conduct” Is 
Docketed Against Walker.

Raymond Sisson, the 12-year-old 
son of J. D. Sisson—according to the 
police report—was shot and probably 
seriously wounded last night when he 
to have been caught in the 
grocery store of C, C. Walker, 356 
Marietta street. 

Mr. Walker, who fired the shot, ac- 
cuses the lad of attempted burglary. 
He is proprieter of the establishment, 
and was carried to police headquar- 
ters shortly after the wounded boy 
was removed to Grady hospital. 

A case of disorderly conduct was 
docketed against him. He was freed 
without bond, however, but instructed 
to appear before Recorder Broyles at 
2:30 o'clock on the afternoon of De- 
cember 31. Councilman Sisson, father 
of the lad, came to headquarters im- 
mediately upon hearing of the affair. 

Mr. Sisson is a warm personal friend 
of Mr. Walker. Tears welled into the 
eyes of both men as they met in the 
office of Night Chief E.-Il. Jett. A 
conference was held with both police 
authorities and with hospital officials. 
No case has been docketed against the 
injured bov. The police will take no 
action on account of his tender age. 

The shooting occurred shortly after 
9 dclock. The Walker establishment 
is some distance out Marietta street, 
in a retail district, where most of the 
entire section ts occupied by store- 
rooms and business houses, together 
with a number of manufacturing 
plants. 

Walker Bescribes Shooting. 

This is Mr. Walker’s version: 

His family: has been away from 
home for a short while to spend the 
Christmas holidays. During this time 
he had sought to guard against bdur- 
glars by sleeping in his store, armed 
with a plsetol and a liberal supply of 
cartridges. He had set up a small 
bunk with an amount of bed clothing 
in the front of the store. Monday 
night he was sleeping soundly when 
he was wakened by the sound of foot-

Bullet Penetrated Back. 

The police declare that the bov will 
have nothing to say regarding the al- 
leged burglary attempt. They have 
not pressed an examination of him be- 
cause of his condition, which is belleved 
to be serious. -The bullet penetrated 
the ‘back just above the hip, and is 
believed to have entered the intestines. 

Walker says nothing was obtained 
in the charged burglary effort. The po- 
lice believe the boy was uséd as a 
tool by a band of older boys, and, on 
account of his extreme youth, was in- 
veigied by his companions to enter 
the.store. No trace, however, of oth- 
ers implicated has yet been discov- 
ered. 

The boy {fs too young for police ju- 
risdiction. Only boys over 16 years 
old can be prosecuted by the police 
department. Under 16, they come with- 
in the jurisdiction of the juvenile pro- 
bation courts. Whether or not action 
will be taken by this organization is 
not Known. 

Mr. Walker was unnerved by the 
happening.

PURPOSE OF MEASURE 
TO MOBILIZE RESERVES 
AND ORGANIZE CREDIT 


First Analysis of the Meas- 
ure Showing Just What It 
Provides— The Regional 
Reserve Banks and Their 
Powers — The Powers of 
the Federal Reserve Board 
Which Will Control the 
System. 


Washington, December 22.—The new 
bill affecting the currency, banking and 
finances of the country, which will go 
to President Wilson for his signature 
today one of the most far-reaching 


measures relating to finance that has 


is 


been enacted in many years. 

The magnitude of the subject, the di- 
versity of interests affected, and thie 
length of the debates in both branches 
of congress, has made it difficult for the 
ordinary observer to follow the changes 
and grasp the essentials of this highly 
technical measure in its inyportant bear- 
ings on money, finance, banking and 
the entire range of fiscal subjects, pub- 
lic and private, which it affects. 

With a view, therefore, of presenting 
succinctly and in nonitechnical lan- 
guage, an epitome of the salient feat- 
ures of the measure as finally framed, 
the following summary is given of the 
bill as a whole and of its principal de- 
tails. 

First Steps to Be Taken. 

Generally speaking, the first steps to 
be taken to bring into operation § the 
nation’s new financial system will be 
hrough an organization committee con- 
sisting of the secretary of the treasury, 
secretary of agriculture and comptroi- 
ler of the currency. Banks have 60 days 
within which to file their applications 
for membership in the new system, ani 


jone year’s time ig allowed before the 


government will compel the dissolution 
of any national bank that refuses to 
join. 

The new law will make little direct 
change in the operation of the present 
national banks, except to allow them 
to loan a certain amount of their funds 
upon farm mortgages its niet 
pose is to add a new piece of machin- 
ery to the banking system that will 
“take up the slack” during the chang- 
ing business conditions of each year: 
that will give the banks a place ti» 
quickly convert their assets into 
in time of need, and that will bring out 
new federal currency when it is need- 
ed, and retire 1t when money becomes 
“cheap.”

ToveKka, December ?9.—The Kansas 
board of health is sending letters out 
to all physicians asking them to ad- 
Vise the'r Latients ang friends to take 
every precaution against measles, 
whooping cough and scarlet fever. 

“This is the time of vear when these 
diseases are most prevalent,’ said Dr. 
S. J. Crumbine, secretaary of the board. 
“We want to get the people of the 
State out of the notion that they are 
harmless. Last year there were sixty 
deaths from measles, 156 from whoop- 
ing cough, 121 from diphtheria and 
sixty from scarlet fever. Everyone 
runs from diphtheria and smallpox, 
but there are fewer deaths from diph- 
theria than from whooping cough, and 
there. were only two deaths from 
smallpox tn the state last year.”

The World’s Mysteries 


WAS: VICTOR MUGO OF NOBLE BIRTH? 


—_—— 
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The court of France has always been 
most susceptible to genius. It ie for this 
reason that they accepted all of the state- 
ments made by Victor Hugo; worshiped at 
his shrine; felt nothing of shame at the 
double life he led; and today point with 
pride to him as a name being second to 
none in the literary pinnacle of their nation. 

Why was it necessary for Victor Hugo 
to feel that ancestors were essential to his 
sublimity? Certainly hig talent was of the 
character to make his name immortal with- 
out misrepresentation. Hugo gave himself 
Cut as a scion of the house of the Hugos of 
Lorraine, and a great-grandson of Charles- 
Hyacinthe Hugo, “chevalier, conseillier-mat!- 
tre en la chamber des Comptes de Lorraine,” 
and his obedient biographer wrote down the 
statement and the world believed it 

But it is not true. All the descendants of 
Charles-Hyacinthe Hugo, chevalier, ete., have 
been traced and Victor Hugo is not included 
in their number. On the other hand, Hugo's 
ascendants have been traced through four 
generations, and there is neither a chevalier 
nor a conseillier-maitre to be found among 
them, His father was’an officer who had 
risen from the ranks; his grandfather was 
& carpenter; and from that back as far as 
the lineage can be traced, the ancestors were 
peasants. 

Of the women whom these distinguished 
(7?) ancestors married the most prominent 
was @ nursery governess. Among the col- 
lateralis we find a cornfactor, a baker, a 
barber, and three dressmakers—useful, and 
ighly respectable members of the communi- 
ty, but not aristocratic or romantic. Con- 
sequently our first glimpse of Victor Hugo 
is a glimpse of a plebeian dissatisfied with 
his humble origin perching himself at anoth- 
er man’s family tree, and successfully per- 
Suading his admirers that he has every right 
to be there.

in the hive. Its fine 
flavor is not always the 
same, though it is usu- 
ally delectable, In the 
west, great stretches of 
blooming sage. furnish 
honey to millions of 
bees and this sage- 
honey is highly esteem- 
ed for medicinal as wel! 
as table purposes. It 
has a wild, sharp tang. 
very different from the 
dark colored, cloyingly 
sweet honey made from 
the buckwheat-fed bees 
of father south. me 

In Xenophon we read 
of the intoxication of his 
soldiers, in the retreat 
of The Ten Thousand, 
from eating wild honey, 
and this was made, 
prebably, from Rhodo- 
drendron flowers, for 
history tells of similar experiences. 

But there is nothing barmful oar poison- 
ous in the delightful honey that our. bees 
make and children who are given it, in the 
place of candy and injurious sweet cakes, 
grow rosy and healthy. 

We think clover honey is the most tempt- 
ing, but remember that roses come at the 
same time clover blooms and perhaps thess 
perfect flowers have something to do with 
the perfection of clover honey. Cuban honey 
has a very strong flavor of orange flowers 
and a little of this is being imported now 
for epicures. 

Honey candies or crystallizes when it be- 
comes chilled and if heated returns to syrup 
again, but the comb hardens and may be 
taken out when the honey is cool. Kept in 
a temperature around seventy, honey wil! 
never sugar or spoil, as this is the average 
temperature of the interior of the bee-hive. 

Yankee Honey Cakes: These cakes will 
keep as long as you can keep the key to the 
cook box hidden. One pint of strained honey, 
half a pound of powdered sugar, half a pound 
of butter, the juice of one lemon, one nut- 
meg grated. Put these ingredients in a mtx- 
ing bowl and place in a pan of warm water 
until the butter is soft and the mass slightly 
warm. Then heat with a cake spoon and 
when well mixed add enough flour to make 
a dough that will roll out in a paste half 
an ineh thiek. Cut in rounds and bake in 
an oven with good bottom heat. 

It is said the Normandy peasant children 
love honey ginger bread and come shyly to 
the garden of Maeterlinck, where the writer 
of “The blue Bird” and his artist wife wel- 
come and feed them this lovely sweet. 

Miss Grace Aspinwall secured the recipe 
from Madame Maeterlinck. Blend a cup of 
honey with two well beaten eggs, add a half 
cup of softened butter, a pinch of salt, one 
teaspoon of cinnamon and one of ginger. Mix 
one cup of sour milk with two-thirds of a 
teaspoon of soda and add with enough sifted 
flour to make a soft dough. This should -be 
eaten warm with fresh milk, says Miss 
Aspinwall. ,

John A. Salgue, who was found dead in 
his seat on a train from Atlanta to Ma- 
con, May 27, 1906, within less than a 
year after he took out $27,000 insurance 
with four different companies. 

Kvidence was presented to show that 
in making his application, re- 
plied “no” to a question to whether 
any an had expressed an unfa- 
vorable opinion upon his life with ref- 
erence to his insurance. It was claim- 
ed that three physicians had expressed 
such opinion within thirty days on ac- 
count of his heart. The company’s 
Physician, however, found nothing 
wrong with Salgue’s heart. 

The supreme court decided that 
Georgia law governed the case and that 
the state supreme court of Georgia had 
held that if a policyholder had secured 
a policy on a statement that was ma- 
terial and untrue, that the policy was 
void, even where the applicant did not 
know the statement was untrue. 

3ecause the federal district court in 
southern Georgia and the fifth United 
States circult court of appeals did not 
apply this law to the case, the supreme 
court today reversed a judgment of 
$6,000 in favor of Salgue’s estate. A 
new trial was ordered.

Washington, December 22.—(Spes 
cial.)—Walter Johnson will be the 
most heavily insured ball player in the 
history of the game next season. At a 
meeting of the directors of the Wash- 
ington club, held Saturday afternoon, 
it was decided to make application for 
a policy covering Johnson to an 
amount said to be $100,000 against ac- 
cidents, illness and death. 

Being undoubtedly the most valuable 
asset in baseball, the club owners feel 
that they should protect themselves 
against losing Johnson by reason of 
accidents or other causes. The policy 


will be applied for at once, and as there 
is hardly a doubt as to the player's 
ability to pass a physical examination, 
the matter will probably be arranged 
some time before Johnson reports here 
for duty.
